AN ACT to relocate a certain State Road. 

Be i~ elto;ct!:cl by the General AS8cm,bly of the 
Stateo! Iowa, 'lnat that part of the Camanche and Anamosa 
road lying between Centre Grove and Bloomfield, be, and 
is hereby re-establi<ihcd upon the original line of said road.
